Grant, 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-DRTrATOn. 

Santa Fs, N. M., October 14—For three weeks 
past the special commissioner of the Post-Disparca 
has vigorously prosecuted his labor of investigating 
the land frauds and political corruption in the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, with results which reveal the 
innermost workings and show in detailthe methods 
of the thieves and carpet-bag politiclans who have 


have run riot with the property which belongs to 
the general Government. From the general 
tone of the developments which the Posrt- 
Dispatce will lay before the public eye, it 
is apparent that the words of General Julian upon 
his arrival in New Mexico, “It seems that the 
very air out bere breeds fraud and corruption,” are 
true in every respect. Removedéata great distance 
from civilization and beyond the pale of its moral 
influences, the ambitious resident readily become 
imbuedwith the idea that his operations,even should 
they depart from the straight and narrow path, will 
never be winded back in the States and that knowl 
edge of them will be confined to the select circle in 
this immediate vicinity, every member of which 
being equaily as guilty land even sharing in his 
guilt, is equally anxious to hush up 
everything that bears any resemblance 
tofraud, for fear that the ‘numerous ramifications 
of any one particular case—and they are all far- 
reaching in their effect—may strike some pet 
project of his own and result in his exposure. 

WITH VERY FEW EXCEPTIONS 
the prominent men are al! tinged with the prevail- 
ing greed for land grabbing, and subsequent dis- 
closures will prove that they have left nothing 
undone on their part to satisfy that longing. It is 
strange how short a residence in such society is 
required to work a radical change in the conscience 
of the ordinary man. He comes out West to make 
a fortune; bis passage through the country which 
Humboldt, the scientist, called “the gold mine 
of the world” is not obstructed by heaps of the 
precious metal, and finding upon inquiry that it is 
scarce and hard to get, he soon becomes convinced 
that the most inviting avenue open to him is to steal 
from the Government, which, although not exactly 
an honest and legitimate proceeding, is not so very 
bad afterall Besides, the United States has more 
land than it can use to advantage, and since every- 
body else is apparently engaged in appropriatinz 
more than his share, the new arrival determined 
mot to be left out entirely, chips off a good slice and 
from that moment 

HE IS AS BIG A LAND-GRABBER 
as his neighbor. Gradually he is drawn, step by 
step, deeper into the mire, and in order to protect 
himeelf is obliged to resort to measures which he 
would never have dreamed of employing 
a short time previous THAT MILLIONS OF 
ACRES OF THE PUBLIC DOMAIN HAVE BEEN 
FRAUDULENTLY TAKEN UP THROUGH THE 
AGENCY OF CORRUPT OFFICIALS BY A SYS. 
TEM OF SUBORNING PERJURY AND BY THE 
BLXTENSION OF OLD SPANISH AND MEXICAN 
LAND GRANTS IS EVIDENT to any intelligent 
person who has been in the Territory long enough 
to become acquainted with the people, their habits, 
business and wealth. The matter has been fre- 
quently called to the attention of the Interior 
Department during administrations previous to the 
presént one, backed’ up by letters and affidavits 
from reputable and prominent persons. As a rule, 
no attention was paidto such recommendations, 
and in comparatively a few instances were 
requests for special investigating agents complied 
with. With the exception of Frank Hobbs the 
agents who were sent out 

WERE CAJOLED OR BOUGHT OVER 

by the thieves and officials, aud asa result their 
reports were valueless. In some cases some un- 
tortunate land appropriator who had sufficient 
independence to steal on his own hook ana didn't 
“stand in“ with the more powerful ring, was 
selected asthe scapegoat of every rascal in the 
country and recommended for prosecution by the 
special agent. Two ef these agents, Eddy and 
Dunn, sent out by Secretary Teller, were notoriously 
friendly with the very men whose operations they 
were sent out to fuvestigate. Dunn was the guest 
of Stephen Dorsey, against whom charges of land 
time pending in 
the Department of the Interior at Washinzton. He 
lived at Steve's house on the Pario Blanco Ranch for 
several weeks, and a large proportion of the 
witnesses examined by him asto the validity of 
the titles to the sections of land comprising Dor- 
sey’s ranch were men brought before him by the ex- 
Star Routers’ friends and agents. Of course Dunn 
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governed that portion of Uncie Sains domain und 


possessed of the property comprised in the Parlo 


Blancho ranch.

commissioner disclose the fact that 
Parle Blanco is covered by 140 different Govern- 
ment patents of 160 acres each. Its range extends 
from Chico Springs east to the State line, a 
distance of nearly sixty miles, and it varies from 
fifteen to twenty-five miles south of a straight line 
drawn between those two points. The claims were 
taken up and sworn to by some 140 different men, 
presumably in the employ of Mr. Dorsey, who 
afterwards conveyed the land to Dorsey for a 
trifling consideration. This fact, together with 
numerous others, will be given in detail in a subse- 
quent letter. They are cited now only to show the 
character of the Secretary's special expert in- 
vestigator Mr. Eddy, like Daun, became in- 
fatuated with Dorsey's genial manner, and also 
testified to the honesty of the latter's land ventures. 
Most of Dorsey’s operations in New Mexico have 
been confined to frauds of the nature mentioned 
above. He has refrained from all Spanish and 
Mexican grant steais and has played a sort of sec- 
ond fiddle to that of Blaine's friend, Steve Elkins, 
in the political management of territorial affairs. 
| DORSEY AND ELEINS. 

The two men are exactly opposites in nature and 
habits and attain the same ends by exactly opposite 
methods. Dorsey is liberal to afault and spends 
mouey with a lavish hand. As your Commissioner 
was informed shortly after his § arriv- 
al eat Santa Fe, “if Dorsey had 
any idea that you were going to write about the 
Parlo Blanco Ranche, he wouldn't hesitate a min- 
ute to offer you $500 to givehim a favorable send- 
off." He drinks to excess, which in connection 
with his custom of treating“ all of the boys in 
town on his numerous visits, has made every sa- 
loon and barkeeper in the Territory his sworn 
friend. As a consequence he wields a strong power 
in Territorial elections, and hence his political 
strength, Steve Elkins neither drinks, swears or 
uses tobacco lu auy form. He is 
somewhat of a miser in money matters 
and never lots go of a cent unless obliged to. Steve's 
strong hold is his influence at Washington and his 
readiness to assist in the protection of and to 
further the plans and schemes of his friends. It is 
notorious all over the Territory that atelegram to 
Steve from a Government official that his office is 
to be investigated, and that there is danger ahead, 
wili send Elkins off to Washington post-haste 
the interests of his absout-to-be-investigated 
friends, and, as a rule, the Washington authorities 
very kindly allow Mr. Elkins to suggest the name 
of the expert who makes the inquiries. The proof 
of these assertions is in the fact that while 
corruption does undoubtedly exist and the Govern- 
ment has been robbed in every quarter without 
stint. 
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YET THE SPECIAL AGENTS HAVE NEVER 
by the most diligent inquiry been able to unearth 
a single case of any prominence. Senator Ed- 
munds of ont. who has always posedas an 
authority land matters, recognizing the condi- 
tion of aff in New Mexico, made a laudable at- 
tempt to p is party straight upon the records 
and prepare for a change of administration. He 
had a goung man from the East named 
Clarence Pullen appointed Surveyor-Geaeral of the 
Terriery. _fccerding to Edmunds, 

PULLEN WAS A PROMISING YOUNG SUREYOR, 
anxious to make a good reputation, and who would 
clean out the Augean stable of filth and corruption, 
in short order. When Pullen arrived in Santa Fe, 
he learned that the news of his reform intentions 
had preceded him and that the clerks in the office 
were trembling with the fear of removal. Strong 
influences were brought to bear on him to retain 
the old office force, but with the words of 
Edmunds ringing in bis ears, he made 
an heroic effort and i dismissed every 
man on his staff who drank, chewed 
or g ambled, or against whom there was a breath 
of suspicion, The old crowd still hung 
around him, however, and endeavored by 
social influences and every other means to 
conciliate him. Before Pullen had fairly 
started on his herculean task of breaking up the 
corrupt ring and exposing the frauds which had 
been practiced in the land offices under him, he 
succumbed to the prevailing vice of drunkenness, 
and in a few months after his appointment he was 
little else than a wreck of his former seif. His of- 
fice was practically thrown over to the 
management of his chief clerk, a man 
named Patterson, and insteaa of bringing 
order out of chaos, he only succeeded in complicat- 
ing the tangie. As an instance of the depth to 
which Edmunds’ “promising young man” had 
fallen, I cite his course in 

THE GONZALES GRANT CASE. 
The grant had come up for approval before Atkin- 
son, Pullen’s predecessor, who had given an opinion 
in its fayor, and approved of a survey of it for 
something like 200,000 acres. Subsequently Atkin- 
son was forced by the numerous protests filed 
against the survey of the Gonzales grant to reopen 
the case, and on the evidence submitted 
he reversed his decision. Then the mat- 
ter rested until the last few weeks of 
Pullen's term of office, when, upon representations 
made to him by parties interested in the grant. it 
was again reopened. Pullen appreved the grant 
this time for its present boundaries, a matter of 
some 25.000 acres. It is generally known in and 
about Santa Fe that the Deputy Surveyors worked 
night and day in order to complete the survey of 
the grant before the date of Pullen's retirement, but 
despite all of their efforts they were unable todo 
so, and Pullen approved the survey on June 29, some 
two weeks after the appointment of Gena. Julian, 
his successor, and while Julian was en route to 
assume charge of the office. Tue haste with which 
the Gonzales survey was conducted and all of the 
atiending circumstances bear avery suspicious 
look. They will be set forth in detail in another 
communication to the Post-Dispaton. The Gon- 
zales grant, by the way, is familiarly known as 
THE “CORNFIELD GRANT,” 


and parties with legal titles to neighboring and 
adjoining grants claim, and the wording of the 
Gonzales grant bears them out, that THE GONZA- 
LES GRANT ORIGINALLY COMPRISED ABOUT 
200 ACRES, FROM WHICH IT WAS STRETCHED 
TO ITS PRESENT PROPORTIONS, In this 
case the elasticity ot the Mexican 
conscience is very clearly sho wn. 
One of the boundafies jn dispute was a certain 
mountain called in the grant Bald Mountain. On 
the occasion of the first survey sworn testimeny 
was brought forward to provethat the elevation 
known to the inhabitants of the surrounding coun- 
try for hundreds of years back was a peak some 
thirteen miles distant from Santa Fe and some 
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majority of the plats and maps of surveys, town- 
ships and private claims 
WERE WHOLLY INCORRECT 
as compared with the maps of New Mexico compiled 
by the General Land Office at Washington. Under 
the deposit system of surveying which was in force 
for years, the Government paid a portion of the 
©xpense incurred by a settler in the survey of his 
claim. From the records left by those men who 
performed the work it isjquite evident—in fact it can 
be and will be proven—that in a large numbér of 
cases fraud was resorted to by the Deputy Survey- 
ors in representing that certain claims had been 
taken up by settlers and application made for their 
survey; upon which they, the deputies, made the 
surveys and drew the money set apart by the 
general Government to assist the settler 
in defraying the cost of the survey. Proof is 
abundant that no claims were taken up as repre- 
sented, and that the whole project was but 
4 SCHEME TO OBTAIN THE GOVERNMENT MONEY 
set apart for settlers as above stated. Surveys 
made corruptly after this fashion bear the ap- 
proval of the Surveyors-General, and are a stand- 
ing witness to criminal carelessness or worse on the 
part of these Surveyors-General, who, in setting 
their signatures to their fraudulent surveys. prosti- 
tuted the power and trust reposed in them 
Officially to countenance corruption and 
fraud. Chief Clerk Clark of Gen, 
Julian's maff told your commissioner that 
it is impossible to properly carry on the regular 
routine business of the Surveyor-General's office 
under the existing condition of affairs there, and 
teat until a large portion of the townships, grants 
and private claims had been re-surveyed and their 
proper boundaries ascertained few of the property- 
hoiders in the territory would really know just where 
their land is located and what its proper boundaries 
are. One case is cited under Pullen's adminis- 
tration, when a Deputy Surveyor w as instructed to 
survey a township six miles wide on a piece of land. 
between two surveyed townships, which piece of land 
was not overtwo miles in width. The Deputy 
Surveyors disregarded all previous surveys and 
carried out their instructions to the letter, and as a 
result the township which he surveyed overlaps 
each of the adjoining townships some two miles in 
order to make up the required six miles, and there 
are at present in the Surveyor-General’s office 
three conflicting surveys of the same piece of land. 
All of these surveys are of record, and as such 
ARE PRESUMED TO BE CORRECT, 8 
but any subsequent survey in which 
the boundaries were given with reference to the 
lines of any of these three surveys would un- 
doubtedly be incorrect and work an injustice to 
three different claimants. Im another survey a 
dividing line between two claims is found to be two 
miles out of its proper position, as compared with 
the efficial map of the territory. Yet in every 
instance cited the surveys were 
APPROVED BY THE SURVEYOR-GENERAL AS CORREOT. 

A prominent feature of New Mexican politics is 
the manner in which they are made to revolve 
around the land steals, and how all of the political 
appointments are made with a view, not to further- 
ing the interests of the party or of the Government, 
but to assist in covering up cerruption and fraud in 
which the prominent politicians were implicated a 
few years back under previous administrations, 
Of the new Democratic appointees, General Julian, 
of the Surveyor-General's office, and Governor 
Ross 

ARE APPARENTLY DETERMINED TO BEAT THE RING, 
and to unearth its land grabbing schemes. Already 
Judge C. H. Gildersleeve, chairman of the Territo- 
rial Democratic Central Committee, bas inaugurat- 
ed a movement looking towards the defeat of the 
confirmation of Governor Ross. He has 
secured Anthony Josephs, the Territorial delegate 
to Congre ss, as an ally, and is bringing every possible 
influence to bear upon General Julian to join them. 
It is generally thought throughout New Mexico 
that Julian is the representative of the Administra- 
tion Gildersieeve has repeatedly urged him to go 
ou to Washington to assist in his and Anthony 
Josephs’ schemes, and has admitted to your 
correspondent that he offered to pay all of Julian's 
expenses while on the trip. He held out as an ad- 
ditional inducement the glittering prospect of 
Julian's appointment as Governor, in the event of 
Ross’ defeat, but Julian, who had already 
been offered his choice of the 
Governorsbip and his present office by President 
Cleveland, refused all of the Judge's offers with 
just indignation, and stated his determination to 
stick to the good work of reform which he has 30 
auspiciousily inaugurated, Judge Vincent, the 
Chief Justice of the ‘Territory, is an exceedingly 
young man for a place of such grave responsi 
bility. 

One peculiar phase of the situation is the unani- 
mous opposition of both the Gildersieeve and 
Julian- Ross factions, in fact, of all prominent New 
Mexican Democrats to 

MR. CHAS. EASLEY, 
the Receiver of the Santa Fe Land Office. Easley 
was appointed during the last bours of the Arthur 
administration. His appointment is accredited to 
Senator Cockrell of Missouri Basler. himself, 
claims to be a Democrat, although appointed by 
ex-President Arthur, but Julian, Gildersieeve, Ross, 
et al., are open in the expression of their opinion 
hat Cockrell was imposed upon and that 
Easley is in harmony with the 
old Republican crowd which has 
just retired from office. So strong are they in this 
belief that they addressed a letter to the President 
and to the Secretary of the Interior. Lamar. 
ASKING FOR HIS REMOVAL, 
on the ground that he was not in harmony with the 
wave of reform which was sweeping over New 
Mexico. From all of which it would appear that 
Senator Cockrell went a long ways from home to 
seek trouble, 
THE SANTA FE RING, 

which is charged with most of the corrupt practices, 
both in the matter of stealing Government 
lands and of using the Government officials 
to cover up its acts, is generally thought to be 
composed of anumber of ex-officials of the New 
Mexican land offices, under the indirect control of 
Dorsey and Elkins. Your correspondent has data at 
his command which will prove that some ten 
different land grants have been extended. beyond 
their proper boundaries. In several of these Steve 
Elkins has a large interest. As stated above, 
Dorsey's operations in the Parlo-Bianco case stamps 
him as connected with the ring. The details of the 
gigantic land steals herein mentioned will be 
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amount of land fraudu-

NEW MEXICAN RINGS. 

While the land- ring Democrats of both St. 
Louis and New Mexico are writhing under the 
blow they have just received straight from Pres- 
ident CLEVELAND'S shoulder, a Po st-DisPaTCH 
investigator in that Territory opens a very in- 
teresting budget of infor mation on the subject 
of entries under fraudulent surveys of old 
Mexican land grants, and we print the first in- 
stallment of his report to-day. | 

This particular branch of the great land- 
stealing operations that have been going on, 
was so bold and shameless that a comparison of 
the metes and bounds of the grants with the 
plats of the surveys reveals ata glance the 
bold villainy of the fraud, a fraud so apparent 
that even Mr. Justice FYeELD’s extreme ruling 
against the questioning of patents cannot pro- 
tect these. The apparent success of such glar- 
ing frauds led to others of amore covert and 
guarded kind, by which vast areas of 
the public domain were stolen and 
the nature of the theft so well con- 
cealed as, in most cases, to baffle even judicial 
investigation. While the Administration at 
Washington, and the courts and government of 
New Mexico were all in the hands of the Re- 
publicans, land stealing and Star Route con- 
tracts became the dominant interests in that 
part of the world, and the influences by which 
they secured immunity from investigation and 
punishment were so notorious that very few 
intelligent Western men needed to be told why 
Steve ELKINs and Ben BUTLER made such 
efforts to elect BLAINE in 1884. What would 
have been the result of their success is to be 
inferred from the plain story of some of the 
more notorious frauds that proceeded un- 
checked and unquestioned during ail the years 
of Republican administration in New Mexico. 

But of course the Republican bosses of these 
land rings were shrewd enough to let a num- 
ber of prominent and influential Democrats 
come in on the ground floor, or ‘‘on velvet”, as 
Mr. BLAINE expresses it, and they have 
of course cast divers anchors to the windward 
of a Democratic Administration. The struggle 
and the wire-pulling over Mr. CLEVELAND’s 
New Mexican appointments opened his eyes to 
the fact that strong efforts were making and 
powerful influences were enlisted to prevent 
the change of Administration from interfering 
with the ascendancy of the land rings in the 
affairs, especially in the land offices and courts, 
of New Mexico, and he is watching his ap- 
pointves with well-grounded suspicion. Why 
he was induced to put a son of the Republican's 
principal stockholder ina New Mexican land 
office is already apparentin the course of that 
paper with reference to the VINCENT matter. 
Nobody acquainted with the wire-pulling 
adroitness and the far-reaching combinations of 
which trained and wealthy poltical jobbers like 
ELk1Nns, Dorsey and BEN BuTLER are capable, 
needs to be told that the President cannot be 
too suspicious of his New Mexican appointees, 
nor too prompt in letting them know that they 
are watched. 


Tae failure of Congress to declare the Back- 
bone land grant forfeited, when the lapse of 
time had rendered it forfeitable and Congress 
knew that the original grantees had assigned 
the grant to another company building a to- 
tally different road on the other side of the 
Mississippi, was Secretary TELLER’s excuse for 
ordering theissue of patents for the land just 
before he went out of office. He was advised 
by Attorney-General Brewster that the re- 
peated references of the matter to Congress 
and the inaction of that body left him no good 
ground for longer withholding the patents. As 
all the patents were not issued for lack of 
time, Secretary Lamar is now hearing ar- 
guments in regard to withholding the remain- 
der and referring the matter again to Congress. 
It is believed that he will certanly give Con- 
gress another chance to preveut this most vil- 
lainous of all land grabs, unless he is convinced 
that no such discretion is left to him. But we 
ave told that, while his room is full of attorneys 
forthe land grabbers, thereis no attorney 
there to present an argument on the side of the 
Government aed the people. This has a bad 
look, in view of the fact that the influence of 
certain prominent Democrats had a good deal 
to do with the original grant and the sub- 
sequent inaction of Congress. Barnum of 
Connecticut, whois now in Washington and 
very busy, isthe man who held and sold the 
grant for which patents are now demanded by 
the Southern Pacific crowd.

A International Congress of Free Thinkers, 
now sitting at Antwerp, has passed a reso- 
lution declaring that moral responsibility does 
not exist, but that society has a right 
to protect itself against criminals and madmen. 
This is the first time that this logical outcome of 
atheism has been openly affirmed, except by a 
few individual thinkers. The usual idea has been 
to admit that mag, putting aside any responsibility 
to a divine law. is responsible for sins as well as 
crime either towards society or to the human race 
as a corporate whole And this is right.

Epinglard passes into a saloon where two ladies 
are waiting impatiently. particularly the younger 
of the two, who has come, under the wing of a 
fashionable relative, to be introduced to the grand 
couturier. “Bonjour, M. Epinglard.“ begins the 
elder; “i have come to ask you to create a master- 
piece. It will not be the first time, willii? My 
niece is going to ber first bail next month, and 1 
wish her to havea dress on which your signature 
will be visible.“ Epinglard falls into a meditative 
pose, his elbow in one hand, his chin in the other, 
and looks long atthe young girl, scrutinizing not 
only the line and modeling of the body, but the 
expression of the face. the eves. the shade and na- 
ture of the hair, reading her temperament with 
the lucidity of a pirenologist aided by the 
divination of a plastic artist who has had great ex- 
perience with feminine humanity. The examina- 
tion lasts many minutes, and finally. as if under 
the inspiring influence of the god of taste, 
Epinglard. in broken phrases, composes the dress: 
*“Totette entirely of tulle—corsazge plaited diago- 
naliy—around the decolletage four ruches—the 
skirt relieved with drapery of white satin fallin 
behind like a peplum—on the shoulder (the left 
shoulder) a bouquet of myosotis or violets—that is 
how I see Madamoiselle dressed.“ And Epinglard 
salutes gravely while an assistant, who has noted 
down the prophetic utteracces of the master, 
conducts the subject to a room in the center of 
which is an articulated model of a feminine torso 
with movable breasts, flattened rag arms hanging 
at the side and a combination of straps and springs 
to adjust the taille or waist—a most sinister,and gro- 
tesque object, all crumbled and sbrivelied ‘up aod 
covered with shiny, giazed calico.

The modern woman of fash- 
jon needs endiess morning. afternoon and evening 
dresses, tea-gowns, breakfast-dresses of endless 
varieties of form, stuff and color. Hence she is 
constantly in communication with the couturier, 
who has every opportunity of examining ber mor- 
ally and physically, confessing her, listening often 
to strange confidences. Not infrequentiy he com- 
bines with his agrtistic career that of a banker. 
Naturaliy, ladies who run up yearly bills of $20,000 
for gowns and manties are often in a corner for 
want of a few thousands, and the Parisienne in 
such circumstances often ks it equally natural 
to have recourse to the strange creature who 
dresses her and who thus comes to occupy a very 
curious position on the confines of society. 

LA GRAND CEREMONIE. 

The final trying-on of the dresses of Mme. la Ba- 
ronne is a grand — and often a few friends, both 
ladies and gentlemen. are invited to assist at the 
ceremony; for the Parisians recognize in some of 
their masculine friends, and particularly in paint- 
ers, certain talents for appreciating dress. Why 
not? Were not these men tne great innovators in 
modern dressing. and are not men stili the great 
artists in costumes’? Mme. la Baronne prepares 
herselfin one of the littie saloons. First of all 
come . the skirts, and the young ladies who preside 
over the fabrications of the dessous, or undercloth- 
Ing—for it is an axiom in modern French dressmak- 
ing that half the success of the toilet depends on 
the underciothing, or, as the French put it, ia their 
neat way, Le dessous est pour la moitie dans la 
reussite du dessus Then follows the tying of the 
skirt of the dress, which is suspended on hooks 
around the bottom of the corset, the buttoning of 
the corsage, the preliminary tapping and caressing 
necessary to make tue folds of tue skirt sit weil,and 
then Mme. la Baronne makes her appearance tri- 
umpbantiy before her friends assembledin the 
adjoiming saloon. The great artist himself deigns 
to boutetuplate the finisned work. Standing off at 
some distance, s0as to take inthe general effect, 
asif he were examining a picture. he gazes 
upon the dress with im sable eyes, and then, 
after a Napoieonic silend®,during which all pre gent 
hold their breath, the great man expresses his 
satisfaction, perhaps even falls on his knese in 
mute admiration of bis masterpiece, or in the 
twinklingofan eye givesapinca toa frillor a 
twist to à plait which traasforms and perfects the 
whole, sucn is the magic power of those marvel- 
ous fingers when they toucù tne delicate tissues of 
silk. or lace or velvet. Then, while the master is 
sating his eyes, allthe staif of the house dees 
through the saloon—the chief saleswoman, tbe 
cutter-out, the clef des jupes, the chef des cor- 
suges, the chef des garnisseuses, the premiere bro- 
deuse, and half a dozen other premieres, who open 
the door and ask, with caressing imtonations of 
voice and pretty smiles: “Veut-on me permetire 
de voir un peu? 

MORE MYSTERIES OF FASHION. 

What otber mysteries are there to be reveaied in 
the house of the couturier? We have glanced at 
the packlug- rooms, the working rooms with their 
battalions of giris asd women toiling away with 
their needles by daylight and gasiigat. We caught 
a glimpse of the reception saloons and the trying-ou 
rooms, all sirewn with fragments of dresses— 
di-jecta nembra—mountains of suk, and peopled 
wita automatic human mannequins, essayeueses, 
who, as the moralists will teil you, are all “vicieuses 
qui ne mavquent de rien,“ and who are destined 
Oer or later to reinforce the demi monde. We 
have -een the process of creating aud fitting a 
dress, the ceremony of trying-on, and che role of 
the creativg artist m Ali tois. Now, to make our 
indiscreUou compiete, We have only to peep into 
the sa on des awazones, a room draped in green 
velvet aud decorated with whips, stirrups and side- 
saddies. Toe table in the middie is piled up with 
beaps of dar«-colored cloth and hats with green. 
brown and blue veils. At one end is a_ life-size 
wooden horse, and presiding over this room is a 
bionde, effeminate young man, whose business it 
1s to offer bis clasped hands as a mouatinz-stone to 
heip the ladies to Jump on to the back of the 
wooden steed, while the tailor arrauges the foids of 
their riding babits. 

“THE FIRST DRESSMAKER IN PARIS.” 

Besides Piogat, the most artistic of tue Parisian 
dressinaxers; besides Worth, who has a specialty 
of cour: dresses for exportation and showy dresses 
for American actresses, and whose style is pompous 
and officiai; besides Felix, the dresser of siender 
women, the favorite artist of the aristocracy of 
birth and taient—ali three so well known that the 
mention of ther names here cannot be regarded as 
au advertisemeut—there are a dozen other bearded 
dressamakers in Paris whose talent is worthy of 
admiration and whose ¢caprices wight amuse us if 
we bad time to dwel upon them. There is, how- 
ever, a grande couturiere who surpasses all her 
masculine rivaisin fatuity and caprice—namely, 
Mme. Rodrigues, the great theatricai dressmakcr. 
Mme. Rodrigues always asks the journalists 
not to mention ber by name. “Puc simply,” 
she “the frst .dressinaker in Faris; 
everybody will know who is meant.“ Tnis lady 
regards herself as the coilaborator of Sardou aud 
Dumas and Avgier. Dumas is her pecuiiar favorite. 
“We understand each otuer,“ sue says, “and he 
finds that my genius completes bis.” Nothiug can 
be more amusing than the scene in her vast salons 
about 4 o’cloék in the afternoon. The grand 
couturicre—Madame. as her empioyes respec tfuliy 
call her—issues from ber private rooms and finds 
erseif in tue presence of a score of ladies, not 

5 actresses, but society ladies, to whom she 
bas given rendezvous for that day. Many of these 
ene imperiousiy puts off to another day. And 
when the favored oueis selected the grand cou- 
turiere setties berself ip her arm-chair, calls for 
her footstool, ber fan, her cup of beetf-tea, her 
smelung sais, and so proceeds to preside over the 
terrible and imposing ceremony of trying on the 
dress of an actress.

In Love With a Belgian Count, Whom 
She Forsakes for a British Army 
Captain, to Whom She is Married 
Her Relations With the Famous 
Maestro. 


MRS. GEORGINA WELDON. 
A dispatch from London was lately printed in the 
Post-Dispatcna stating that Mrs. Georgina Weldon 
had been released from her imprisonment on a 
charge of slander. This remarkable woman's 
maiden name was Trehern, and she belongsto a 
respectable Welsh family. In her sixteenth year 


remained several years. Her father was of a 
morose temperament and her mother was rather 
eccentric. When the former was at home no 
amusements were allowed in the house, and when 
he was absent the mother made up for the past by 
a continued round of dinner and dancing parties. 
Miss Georgina was avery beautiful girland had 
many suitors,{the favored one of whom was a 
Belgian nobleman. As this gentleman was a 
Catholic, Mr. Trehern sternly forbade the union. 
Shortly afterward the family returned to London 
and Georgina found so many new beaux 
that the Belgian Count was soon for- 


gotten. A captain in the army named Weldon was 
the favored one this time, and when tiie father 
again interposed his veto on account of the suitor's 

verty theloversran away and were married. 

er father swore he would cut her off with the 
traditional shilling, and as he refused to be recon- 
ciled to the marriage, Mr. and Mrs. Weldon went to 
Italy, where the latter studied for the stage. She 
made her debut as an opera-singer in Milan. Her 
father died, meantime, leaving everything to his 
son, who pardoned his sister and gave her a regular 
allowance. Then Mr. and Mrs. Weldon returned to 
London and took up their residence in Tavistock 
House. the mansion thatwasfor many years the 
dome of Charles Dickens. 

MRS. WELDON ABANDONED THE OPERATIC STAGE, 
but continued to sing at concerts. Ata certain re- 
ception sbe sang so beautifuliy that she captured 
the famous French composer, Gounod, then in 
exile in London because of the siege in Paris. He 
feil so desperately in love with her that soon he 
followed her about wherever she went, and finally 
lived at ber house entirely. She even “exhibited” 
him at Brussels, where she hired a hall and an- 
nounced in big posters that she would sing with the 
accompaniment of the great maestro, and that 
they would play a duet together on the piano, 
which the author of Faust had composed expressly 
for the occasion. The Count, her former suitor, 
was still in town, and he induced his mother to 
give a grand party in honor of his old 
love. The night was stormy and rainy, but 
sO auxious was every one to see the 
maestro and Mrs. Weidon that the Countess’s 
salons were crowded with the most aristocratic 
fainiliea of the Belgian ca All the ladies were 
ip & but Mrs. was in walking cos— 
tume, and tbe drencaed 1 of the maestro 
and her elf showed that they had come on foot. 
Searcely bad she bowed to the hostess, when she 
suid: “I have got my feet wet. Will you order 
some one to bring me a basin of hot water?” She 
then sat down and bezan to pull off her shoes and 
stockings. The Count—her former rejected lover— 
brought the basin and towels, and after she had 
taken her foot-bath Gounod got down on his knees 
and wiped her feet dry forher. Thecompany was 
atupefied; everybody looked at everybody else, but 
no oue spoke. The lady rose and sang an air from 
the cantata of “Gallia,” which Gounod had just 
completed and dedicated to ber, and 
every one applauded. The liaison between 
Gounod and Mrs. Weldon lasted along time, but 
the maestro, finally growing tired of n. or remem- 
bering that he had a wife aud family in Paris, took 
bis departure froin Tavistock House. He had left 
some Valuable manuscripis behind him, including 
“Palyeucte” and “Georges Dandin,“ which Mrs. 
Weldon refused to give up. Gounod then begaa a 
lawsuit, and a great scandal followed. which 
resulted in Captain Weldon's separation from his 
wite. 

A few months ago Mrs. Weldon sued Gounod for 
damages on account of an alleged libelous articie 
wr.tten by Albert Wolff in the Paris Gaulois eleven 
rears ago. Sue accused Gounod of instigating the 
— a though the attack on Gounod was severer 
than on tae complainaot, and almost resulted in a 
duel between the maestro and the art critic of the 
Gaulois. Tothe amazement of everybody an Eu- 
glish jury returned a verdict in favor of Mrs, Wei- 
don for $60,000 damages. She has attacked 
Gounod’s rigats as an author in England. from 
which the composer has a large income. He at- 
tended the production of his new work, “Mors et 
Vita,” in Birmingham recentiy, without being mo- 
lested. Mrs. Weidon only restored the manuscript 
to Gounod when she discovered that he had re- 
written the score of Polyeucte“ from memory. 
Wien he got them back he found she had written 
her name across every page. Mrs. Weidon man- 
ages to keep herseif before the public by a suc- 
cession of sensational lawsuits with her husband 
aud others. In one of ber last suits she was 
sentenced to prisoo for slander, She was tormeriy 
a beautiful brunette ani giutel with a fine voice, 
but her beauty is now faded and her voice is goue. 
dhe has lately growu fat and podgy.

ears ago Mr. Bradiey, it is said, was blackbailed 
ere, and then he entered the lodge in New York.

The matter 
was never settled and the Masons have felt sore 
over it. Until recently Bradiey kept the noted 
Florence House on Union street. He openly defied 
the excise laws, and was probably the only man in 
the State whokept his bar-room open day and 
night and Sundays.

The pro- 
prietor was always on duty at nizht, and was 
usually able to preserve order. The suicide of 
young Spaulding of New York’, the jeweler's 
clerk, a year ago, was the direct cause of the 
breaking up of Bradley's resort.

From Joseph Jefferson’s

A Hand That Is Worth Several Axer- 
age Mouths—The Comedian's Plans 
for Next Season—Tony Hart's Mis- 
take—Chat About Players and the 
Stage—The Musical Union and the 
Coming Festival — Musical and 
Dramatic Notes.

One can read a book once; if it is a remarkably 
fine book one micht read it with interest the second 
time, but it would have to be a work of marvelous 
power to bring one back again, even after several 
years, for a glance at its pages. And yet here is Jos. 
Jefferson with ip Van Winkle,” after twenty 
years in which he has been constantly before the 
public, drawing large audienccs night after night to 
eee the same thing with scarcely a variation. It de- 


serves to be clissed among one et the curiosities 
and wonders of the world. What does it mean? 
Simply that men and women never tire of human 
nature, that genuine pathos and humor are im- 

m their freshness and charm. Thke story 
may grow old, the incidents become familiar, but 
that in the play which is the reproduction of 
life, which apneals to one's own experience, which 
touches the springs of liuchter and tears, is as vig- 
orous, as full of interest and power to-day as it was 
athousand years ago, and it will be the same a 
thonsand years hence.

While these elements 
there must the man to bring 
out. freshness and charm must 
bein him. Without them there would be nothing 
for the audience. If Mr. Jefferson should ever for 
a moment become mechanical it would be the death 
Warrant of his great impersonation. The best 
expression. the finest technique of his art could not 
save it. If R p's humor and Rip's sorrow did aot 
bubble from him as if trom Rip himself, there 
would be no response, no tears, no laughter from 
his hearers. Wu human character and human 
nature never become wearisome,the imitation of it, 
as long as it is only an imitation, does. Mr. Jeffer- 
son's commandin: merit in “Rip Van Winkle“ is 
that his simulation is so perfec: that it is taken for 
the real and it never Varies one jot or title from this 
standard. Most actors, to gain the effect desired, 
exaggerate the mood or emotion which they want 
to paint. They draw the lines strong- 
ly — overdraw them — to produce the 
proper. effect. An imitation of nature to do na- 
ture’s work must be strengthened, highly colored, 
added to. emphasized. The genuine coptc is its 
own strength. Real grief doesn’t have to resort to 
tears as big as marbles and shrieks and cries to 
evoke sympathy. Theeyes may be dry, the voice 
low and firm, and yet the deep grief is recognized 
at once. 

I have seen actors and actresses with the tremolo 
stop pulſed out, the tear hose turned on at full 
pressure, with moaus aud sobs labor with a mount 
ain, ot grief. and several hundred persons waich them 
without a whimper, And this week | saw one man 
ip the easiest possible manner, without an apparent 
effort, wiih perhaps ten words and without the 
Siightest suggestion of tremolo, pass out of a door 
into a storm, and there was not a dry 

© in the house. And then, again, 
without shedding a tear and with half a dozen 
‘words, the responsive echo of genuine sorrow 
would spring at a gesture from the audience. Mr. 
Jefferson handles and controls his audience asa 
master musician plays the organ. He sweeps the 
keys easily, naturaliy, as if unconscious of his 
power. His touci is as delicate and light as the 
gewdrop on the summer flowers, but the soul of 
melody and beauty springs under his hands. He 
never grows old in his character, aud hence his char- 
acter never grows old tothe public. He has nursed 
the character; he has tenderly cared for it; he is as 
@arnest in it now as when he first took it. His art 
is true, geffuine, sincere and always new. After 
playing in some other part for afew nights he 
comes back to this exquisite bii of his own handi- 
work with renewed zest, and the public go back to 
it with fresh wterest.

to be regretted that the work is scarcely such as 


will be extensively read. A history of the political 


and anti-slavery struggles of Kansas (or perbaps 
for Kansas would better express the matter) prev- 
ious to and during the war of the Union, it is con- 
fined in interest to historians and politicians, and to 
them only. Asa work of reference to such, it is 
invaluable, and that it was iotended in a great 
degree for this purpose is proved 
by the copious indices at the conclusion. 
Readers of general literature will be slow 


to take upa work with nothing in the title to 
recommend it, and which, in spite of its brilliance, 
is necessarily somewhat heavy reading; besides 
being too strictly political to be otherwise than 
offensive tothe many to whom the very name of 
politics is as dust aud ashes. 

Francisco Zasquez de Coronado is reputed to be 
the first European who visited Kansas, In 1540 he 
set out from Mexico with a small army of Spaniards 
and Indians to seize Cibola, a province situated 
somewhere in New Mexico and rumored to abound 
in magnuificeat cities, which the prose of actual 
investigation discredited iato a few wretched 
hamlets. Pushing through the country with his 
Indian guides Coronado seems to have been con- 
stantly duped by their magnificent though false 
statements of the glories beyond. At last he crew 
weary and abandoned his investigation, after which 
for — 200 years no European so far as is 
known visited the district. In 1719, subse- 

vent to the securing of Louisiana by 

e French, M de Bieuviile, Governor of that State. 
made a hasty tour of exploration through Kausas, 
found the country beafitiful and well timbered, 
with other advantages, and erecteda column with 
the arms of the King placed upon it September 27, 
1719. 

This cursory and inconsequential visit alarmed 
the Spaniards, and there was a movement ip New 
Mexico to save Kansas from the French. An armed 
caravan left Santa Fe in 1721 on this errand, but it 
was badly managed and blunderéd into total de- 
struction. A fort was next erected by the French 
called Fort Orleans, on an island in the Missouri, 
from which explorations were made, butit was 
totally destroyed by Indians in 1725, and not a white 
man was left to tell the tale. 

This massacre effectually blighted the enthusiasm 
of Frenchmen for Kansas exploriug tours, and from 
this time uatil 1803, when the United 
States purchased the territory of Napoleon Bona- 
parte, Kansas and its rich and teeming lands 
dropped almost completely out of the knowledge 
of mankind—giided k into the darkuess of a 
terra incognita. The expeditions of Lewis and 
Clark in 1804-06, and of Lieutenant Z. Pike in 
1806-07, furnish almost the earliest scientific and 
trustworthy information. With the establishment 
of American occupancy an era of migration set in 
through Kansas tothe Pacific Slope, and the abo- 
rigines were successfully bargained out of the way. 
In the heart of the nation was staked off a great 
territory for experiments in popular sovereignty as 
a Union-saving expedient; a territory substantially 
unhistoried, with no intrusive, meddlesome past, 
that could mar the trial. Thither burried partisans 
of the North and South, representatives 
of incompatible civilizations to take 
a hand in the impending struggie; 
and one long, never-ending, no-quarter, bitter and 
relentiess fight ensued upon the battle ground of 
the Kansas prairies until the war of the Union 
involved all America into one common struggle. 

No sooner had President Pierce signed the 
Kansas-Nebras ca bill than companies of Missourians 
pushed into Kansas and seized upon extensive 
tracts of the best land, noteven waiting in some 
instances for the Indians to get out of their way. A 
convenient simplicity marked their proceedings. 
That the squatter should simply notch afew trees 
in evidnce of occupancy or arrange half a dozen rails 
upon the ground and call it a cabin, or posta 
scrawl claiming proprietorship and threatening to 
shoot intermedidiers at sight, seems to have been 
all that was considered essential. Missouri leaders 
perceived the necessity and expediency of immedi- 
ately flooding Kansas with slaves. ‘Two thousand 
sla ves, urged Stringfeilow, “actually lodged in 
Kansas, will make a slave State out of it. Once 
fairly there no one will disturb them.” This not 
unpromising scheme elicited ample pledges of co- 
operation, not one of which was ever redeemed. 

Ear'y in the summer of 1854 rumors that power- 
ful capitalized societies were forming in New Ea- 
gland for the purpose of sending anti-slavery 
colonies to Kansas alarmed the peopie of Western 
Missouri ana suggested doubts whether the repeal 
of the old restrictive compromise legislation would 
eventually prove as fortunate for their interests as 
they dreamed. Eli Thayer of Worcester, Mass., 
wrote out a constitution for the Massachusetts 
Emigrant Aid Company. Amos A. Lawrence of 
Boston provided the funds and an associa 
tion formed early in March with 
a slightly rephrased title, the “New 
Engianad Emigrant Aid Company.“ with 
John Carter Brown of Providence, R. I.. 
as president. Amongthe twenty directors were 
Dr. Samuel Cabot, jr.. Wm. B. Spooner, Boston, 
Charles H. Bigelow, and many other noted abo- 
litionists. During the summer and autumn of 1854 
five companies were dispatched, which comprised 
a total of 750 souls. From the opening of navigation 
onthe Missouri River in 1855 until July, as many 
more 2222 were fitted out, though the mem- 
bers fell off to 636. About $140,000 were expended, 
first and last, in prosecution of Kausas coloniza- 
tion. 

Tne principal representative of the Massachu- 
setts corporation in Kansas—the man who sus- 
tained towards it the most intimate and confiden- 
tial relation, and who mainly shaped its politico- 
financial olicy in this Territory—was Dr. 
Charles Robinson of Fitchburg, Mass. 

The Emigrant Aid Company planted a handful of 
towns in the Territory: Hampden, whica disap- 

red after a little; Wabaunsee, Osawatomie, 
Manhattan Topeka and Lawrence. Of these anti- 
slavery villages the oldest, and for a time the chief, 
was wrence. In its earliest and rudimentary 
stage the village was merely a little collection of 
tents; then followed in due time queer, vrass- 
thatened huts, copied apparently from African 
kraal village modeis, and rude, squat, mud-pias- 
tered log cabins, beyond which the line of terri- 
torial architecture advanced slewly and with diffi- 
culty. 

The first Territorial Governor was Andrew H. 
Reeder of Pennsylvania, a mild, easy, rhetorical 
man of good intellectual parts, and an 
enthusiastic advocate of popular sovereignty. A 
complete assortment of customary officiais, judges, 
secretaries, marshasl, surveyors,land com missioners 
was fitted out in Washington. Then followed a 
partition of the territory into districts, and the 
election of a ate to Congress November 29, 
184. The first Kansas election never aituined tie 
notoriety of the second, which took place four 
months afterwards, yet both experiences present 
the same characteristic features—large and elab- 
orate expeditions to Missouri to stuff the ballot 
boxes with illegal votes. From this time forth the 
struggle between the two parties never died, and 
the remainder of the work is one long record of 
political faction fights. turmoil, bloodshed, and 
rioting, the history of which is too long to enter 
upon. Governor der, after a vain struggle with 
the situation, was removed from office on August 
15, 1885, his administration having run its troubled 
course in less than a year. Govervor Wilson Shan- 
non of Oalo olowed,; elected January 
5, 1856. His administration was one long 
scene of anarchy and tumult. On the 
10th of August, 1656. he resigned his position, his 
success having scarcely u greater than that of 
his predecessor. “Govern the Kansas of 1855 to 
1856," he once exclaimed in later years. “You
